mer resident Of this State writing o 


Vienna (Va.,) May 11th, says: 


Iwill let you know in as few words 
as pussible what we have been doing 
within the last two or three weeks. 
The first thing of importance was a 
raid or reconpvissance tu Leesburg and 
Aldie, which was successful enough 
to scour the country in that vicinity 
for three days and but one man, 
who. was shot in Leesburg. We cap- 
tured fifteen rebela (principally . guer- 
rillas] und returned to camp satisfied 
that there was no fight in that part of 
the country Three or four days after 
this raid every oue in camp was ordcr 
ed to saddle up, and with three days 
rations, go it again—all of which was 
done in short notice and off we start- 
ed. We first went to Leesburg, scout- 
ed arbund sume, captured eight or 
nine prisoners, wounded one and killed 
one, confiscated à lot of forage and 
accidentally set fire to a barn which 
was full of corn fur Moseby's use. We 
then went up the Winchester pike to 
Hamilton and bivonacked for the night. 
At three o’chock a. Mu. we started again, 
dividing our force. A part under Col. 
Lowell struck off to our left toward 
Middleburg, on the Ashby Gap pike, 
and the rest of us went up to Snick- 
ers Gap. We then followed down 
the base of the monntains to Upper- 
ville, where we joined the rest of the 
column. We had skirmishing and 
chasing after small parties most of 
the time from Snicker’s Gap. We cap- 
tured five prisoners and several hor- 
ses. After joining the column, detach- 
ments were sent ont to scour the coun- 
try, resulting in having several skir- 
mishes and losing two or three men— 
one of whem, Corporal Lafferty, was 
from our Company, (F) bat, after be- 
ing with them four days, he made his 
eacape.. They took from him his bouts 
and hat and searched him for money, 
but he had none. He formerfy resided 


at Folsom. We captured two or thiee 


men and considerable pork, flour, gray 
cloth, seme arms, aud destoyed quite 


plenty of tobacco, all having been 
stored away by the rebels. We then 
went to \shby’s Gap, but found noth- 
ing more than twenty or thirty rebels 
there, who soon skedaddled for the 
mountains. On our return they would 
veuture close eough te harass our 
réar & little with carbines from behind 
stone fences. After having a tolerable 
good rest we branched out again, hav- 
ing several skirmishes—in one, losing 
Sergeant Clark, of Company L. for- 
merly from Sierra county California. 
He had a single-handed and severe 
contest with a rebel, both being killed. 
Our Captain, D. A. DeMerritt, received 
a severe wound in the leg—in the 
same one he had broke. He will soon 
be able to le about. We finally re- 
turned to camp after destroying con- 
siderable property for the rebels and 
bringing away what we could, tegeth- 
er with thirty prisoners.—Sac. Union, 
June 8th.
